MAYOR: Sir, Representative ‘Barrientos has asked to present some ideas that
we would like to take up first, Mr. Barrientos. ‘

BARRIENTOS: May it please the Council, may it please the Court, Mayor Millen,
Judge Renfro, Members of the City Counicil, and Commissioners, I want to thank
you for agreeing so promptly to this meeting, I want to thik with you about
the future of roads and transportation in our area, 'As a member of the legis-
lature and the Austin Transportation Study Policy Advisory Committee, I

believe we have an obligation to act quickly in unison to take advantage

of new opportunities, to meet local transportation needs, I have some recom-
mendations which require action by the Court and the City Council as well

as those of us in the Legislature. These actions are designed to improve
transportation plamning as well as expedite roadway projects. All of us are
aware that we have fallen behind in solving traffic and transportation problems.
There are many reasons, but the most crucial problem is money. When I became
a member of the ATS ten years ago, we had an adequate funding from the State

- wnd Federal levels to develop ...sesese.... 8pproaches to both roads and mass
cransportation. ATS functioned as a cooperative effort with the active part-
icipation. of officials and staff of the City, the County, and the State.
Unfortunately, we got too involved in a debate of whether we should favor mass
transit or roads or vice-versa, when what we really needed was both. City and
the County are still cooperating and moving forward with local resources. In !
1978 the State Department of Highways and Public Transportation withdrew from
active staff participation in the ATS. In addition, Federal funds for mass
transit capital improvements are now virtually non-existent and capital fi
for roads and highways are much more difficult to obtain, I think you are
all aware that there is a serious shortage of State highway funds and we are
not getting an adequate share of the limited money that is available, Last
year the per capita expenditure of the State of Texas for new road construction
and maintenance of existing roads was $98.00 per person state wide, But those
of us in Travis County received only $35.00 per person in state funds. It

does not take a mathematica genius to figure out to pay an equal proportion

of taxes but get only 46% of the return. Finally, with a smaller share of
money we have to construct increasingly expensive roadway projects, particularly
because right-of“way acquisition costs are going through the yoof, I have
painted a pretty bleak picture, but I do not want us to bog down in a debate
over who has been right or who has been wrong, what I want to is move forward.
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In spite of our current problems, there are a mmber of positive steps that
you have taken and events which are about to occur which. we can Build upon

to move forward., There are four steps I want to se.we take in the
imnediate future, First, we need to expand the ATS, to make it regional

and metropolitan in character, Second, we.need to mtegrate lexisting plan~
ning for mass transit into the ATS, Third, we need.to bring the Department
of Highways and Public Transportation back into ATS as a meaningful participant -
at the staff level, Finally, in addition to seeking funds at the State level,
we need to begin to seek effective curbs on the inflation of right-of-way .
costs, The City and the County are the two governments which are responsible
for the ATS at the local level, 'The Council and the Court have proven willing
to cooperate on many transportation issues, ‘most notably, the upcoming road .
bond election, But eur traffic and ocur transportation problems, 1ike our
City 1limits, have beyond the Travis County line, 'We need. to do more
than give verbal -1% service to the notjon of regional planning.and bring
‘people fram other jurisdictions Into the ATS planning process, I would 1jke
to consider ding the ATS advisory policy committee to include & rep~
resentative of Hays County and Willlamscn County, The State representatlve
from Hays County and one.of the three members of the Williamson legislative .
